Montana State Library Commission announces a statewide demonstration program of federation 
library service which will be available in January, 1976, to all libraries not now parti- 
cipating in federations. 

Montana State Library Cor^ssion has designated the following libraries as headquarters 
for the six federation areas: 

Bozeman Public Library, headquarters for Broad Valleys Federation. The counties 
to be included in the demonstration in Broad Valleys Federation are Gallatin, 
Beaverhead, Broadwater, Oeer Lodge, Granite, Jefferson, Lewis & Clark, Madison, 
Meagher, Park, Powell and Silver Bow. Federation Coordinator is Margaret Hile- 
man. Liaison Librarian is Janice Thomas. 

Glasgow City-County Library, headquarters for Golden Plains Federation. The 
county to be included in the demonstration in Golden Plains Federation is Roose- 
velt. Golden Plains Federation currently serves Oaniels, Phillips, Sheridan 
and Valley counties. Federation Coordinator is Mary Moore. Liaison Librarian 
is Gary Jacobson. 

Great Falls Public Library, headquarters for Pathfinder Federation. The counties 
to be included in the demonstration in Pathfinder Federation are Hill, Chouteau, 
Glacier and Toole. Pathfinder Federation currently serves Blaine, Cascade, 
Liberty, Pondera and Teton counf'es. Federation Coordinator is Alene Cooper. 
Liaison Librarian is Sue L1 t^c-page. 

Miles City Public Library, headquarters for Sagebrush Federation. The counties 
to be included in the demonstration are McCone, Prairie, Richland and Wibaux. 
Sagebrush Federation currently serve? Carter, Custer, Oawson, Fallon, Garfield, 
Powder River, Rosebud and Treasure counties. Federation Coordinator is Muriel

Billings City-County Library, headquarters for South Central Federation. The 
counties to be included in the demonstration are Judith Basin, Fergus, Petrol- 
eum, Stillwater, Wheatland, Golden Valley, Musselshell and Sweet Grass. South 
Central Federation currently serves Big Horn, Carbon and Yellowstone counties.

Mattison. 

City-County Library of Missoula, headquarters for Tamarack Federation. The 
counties to be included in the demonstration in Tamarack Federation are Mineral, 
Ravalli and Lake. City-County Library of Missoula currently serves Missoula 
County. Lincoln County Free Library, which has served as headquarters for 
Northwest Federation, will complete its coimiitments with Sanders and Flathead 
counties and Lincoln, Sanders and Flathead counties will then become part of 
Tamarack Federation. Federation Coordinator is William Snyder. Liaison Li- 
brarian is Barbara Rudio. 

The demonstration is being funded with $189,394 of Title I, Library Services and Construction 
Act funds. These federal funds are granted to Montana State Library to promote library 
development in the state. The money will be divided among the federation headquarters 
libraries, and will be used to underwrite the expenses of the demonstration.
